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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species 4, Figures 4A-4C in the reply filed on 8 January 
2007 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 2-6, 11-13, 21 -41 ,44,48 and 49 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 8 January 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1 ,14, 42, 43 and 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Clinton et al (US 5,295,970) 

Clinton et al teaches a device and method of using a vascular insertion sheath (22, 12), 
a tissue puncture sealing device/ vascular puncture locator (42) with a lumen and a 
valve/switch within the lumen (Means for preventing blood flow out of the proximal eiid 
of the inner cannula can also Include a valve attached to the proximal end of the device 
which can be shut to prevent blood flow, Col 7 line 60) with flashback/blood spurt 
chamber (30) 
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Claim Rejections - 35 use § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 7-10 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Clinton et al (US 5,295,970) in view of Hiltebrandt (US 5,279,593). 
Clinton teaches the device as above but does not teach the particulars of the valve. 
Hiltebrandt teaches a push button valve with mandrel (5), stem (7), button (6) and 
biasing member (8) with general "1" shape. Figs 2 and 3. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to use the push button valve in order to provide a valve which can be closed 
quickly in a gas tight manner (Col 1 line 34-35).
